It is noticed that 
those Who enjoy steady work can 
talk fairly. 

1 asked Albert Cornwall, who 
lost his hearing at eighteen years of 
age : u Why don't you try to find a 
job for a deaf fellow or two?" He 
expressed great sympathy for flu* 
unfortunates and wrote the follow- 
ing answer for the JoURNAi 

M The office where 1 am employ- 
ed, have what they call the civil 
sei vice system. When a vacancy 
occurs, it Is given to the man who 
has been training for it. Tho 
work is SO technical that to a new 
man it would seem very much like 
Greek until he understood their 
tem which to a deaf-mute would 
require a vast lot of explanation. 

Before they would intrust him with 

Important business, he would b< 
quired to inspire them with that 
absolute confidence in his ability 
from the lowest rung in the ladder 

oars. 
They are very strict, and require 

every thing to be abeol tely ooi rect t 

as the boss himself is tho one that 
is held responsible. No, I would 
not advise this office work for a 
deaf-mute, because in the time it 
would take, before he would have 
oven a fair salary, he would in some 
other line be in a fair way, by in- 
dustry and preseverance, to SUOOCSS 
in life and fortune 

There is not, as far as I can see, 
the remotest chance of them em- 
ploying a deaf-mute In the ofita 

If I thought I could help deaf- 
mutes in any way to get a start, I 
WOUld not hestttate a moment in 
asking the boss, but it is not worth 
while considering it. Am sorry to 
have to say this, but it's the exact 
truth Am just stating things as 
they really are. 

1 understand the boss without 
him taking the trouble to write it 
down. No, it's not lip* reading; it's 
more intuition than anything else 
I attribute my success mosth 
having received my education be- 
fore getting deaf, ami my ability to 
make myself understood by Speech 
instead of using any other method 
in making my wants known. M 

Mr. Cornwall can never under- 
stand lip-reading, lie ha* tried to 
practice it but utterly fails.

The Home has lost its family 
doctor. Dr. L. N. Phinney, a per- 
son of very excellent character and 
manners, who was appointed as 
family physician of the Home in 
the spring of 1907, and who treated 
the residents here as if they were 
his own brothers and sisters, and 
upon whoso like they may not look 
again, passed peacefully away at 
his home in Wappingcr's Falls, on 
the night of the 20th of April last. 
The matron received the sad news 
over the telephone the following 
morning, and as soon as she made 
known the fact that the doctor had 
died to tho residents, they were 
quite overcome. During tho day 
following a subscription amounting 
to about five dollars was raised by 
the residents and with it was pur- 
chased a large cluster of Easter 
lilies and sent to the doctor's home 
Eight of the lady residents and four 
of the men whom the doctor had 
very often treated were allowed to 
go and take a last look at the de 
ceased. The matron went too, and 
Miss Eliza Nelson, Mrs. Foster, Mrs. 
Warren Foster and some of the 
other lady managers were there. 
Once in a while it was Dr. Phinoey f fl 
custom to send to the Homo enough 
ice cream for all of the residents 
and domestics, and last New Year's 
Day he sent each of the residents 
a photograph of himself. I suppose 
be wished them to remember him. 
Ho knew a few signs and greeted 
all whom he intercepted, whenever 
he was here on a visit, with a Cheer- 
ful smile and a firm and affectionate 
shake of the hand. lie passed 
away almost exactly two weeks 
aftei making us his last visit. In 
thanking the residents for their re 
membranoe of their late physician, 
Mrs. Pbinney sent the matron the 
following note : —
